The Bishop presented a number of communications, and 
reports, which were referred to the proper boards and com- 
mittees. 

Question 6: “Who are received by transfer from other 
Conferences” was called, and the names of H. D. Knicker- 
bocker, an elder from the Central Texas Conference, and 
S. R. Barcus, an elder from the North Texas Conference, 
were announced; these brethren have served appointments 
in our Conference during the year; they were introduced 
to the Conference, and were marked as being present at roll 
call. C. U. McLarty, because of ill health, asked to be ex- 
cused from serving as a member of the committee for ad- 
mission on trial, and as the Conference Instructor of the 
same committee at the Summer School of Theology, and his 
request was granted. 

The following visiting brethren were introduced to the 
Conference: Dr. H. M. DuBose, book editor of our church.

L. M. Fowler requested the reference of his name to 
the Committee on Conference Relations for the superan- 
nuate relation, and it was so ordered. J. B. Turretine re- 
quested reference of his name to the same committee for the 
supernumerary relation, and it was done. On motion of 
G. W. Davis the name of W. F. Packard was referred to this 
committee for the supernumerary relation. 

On motion of W. F. Bryan the secretary of the Confer- 
ence was requested to telegraph expressions of sympathy 
and fraternal greetings to Brother Packard. 

L. B. Elrod made a brief statement concerning a move- 
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merit among all of the Texas Conferences to raise an endow- 
ment of one million dollars for superannuate preachers in 
said conferences, and moved the appointment of a commit- 
tee to consider the matter, and the motion prevailed. J. E. 
Morgan, O. E. Goddard and R. A. Burroughs were appoint- 
ed as the committee. 

Frank Reedy, Bursar S. M. U., was introduced, and 
spoke briefly of the special matters he represents. 

Question 1 was called: “Who are admitted on trial?” 

The names of the following brethren from the several dis- 
tricts indicated, were presented, and it appearing that they 
were duly recommended by their respective District Con- 
ferences, and were further recommended by the Committee 
on Examinations and the Committee on Admissions; the 
vote was taken and they were admitted on trial. Jessie 
Clayton Lanier, from Beaumont District ; D. E. Sneller, from 
Houston District; Wm. Henry Pitman, from Jacksonville 
District. The recommendation of Grover Cleveland House 
and Roger Mills House, from Marlin District; Jno. L. Webb, 
from the Navasota District; Wm. G. Jones, from the Pitts- 
burg District ; M. Reagan Turner and Roland C. Goens, from 
the Tyler District, were presented, and it appearing that 
they had met all the disciplinary requirements, except that 
their educational requirements were not up to the standard, 
the vote was taken, and they were admitted on trial by more 
than two-thirds majority vote. 

Question 2 was recalled : “Who are continued on trial ?” 
The name of Francisco Zito was called and having 
passed satisfactory examinations before the Committee on 
Examinations, his character passed, and he was advanced 
to the class of the second year. 

Question 5 was called: “Who are re-admitted?” 

Answered : No one. 

Question 8 was called: “Who are received from other 

churches as traveling preachers?” The names of R. R. 
Smith, a traveling elder of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and Wm. Brichta, an elder of the Presbyterian 
Church, U. S. A., were presented. The Committee on Ad- 
missions recommended them, and these brethren being pres- 
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ent, and certifying in person to the Conference their agree- 
ment with our church in its doctrine and polity, and their 
willingness to assume our ordination vows, without the re- 
imposition of hands, the vote was taken and they were re- 
ceived as traveling elders. The Conference heard with 
great delight a brief statement from Brother Brichta of his 
religious experience, as a former Roman Catholic Priest. 

Dr. H. C. Tucker of the Brazilian Mission Conference 
was introduced, and spoke of the work of the American 
Bible Society. Dr. C. M. Bishop, President of Southwest- 
ern University, addressed the Conference on the work and 
needs of that institution. 

Jno. W. Gilbert, professor in Payne College, spoke to the 
Conference, and presented the needs of that institution. A 
collection was taken for this school, amounting to about 
$500 in cash and subscriptions. 

Special rendition of vocal music by the Wisdom Sis- 
ters, evangelistic singers, was enjoyed by the Conference. 
The Conference adjourned after various announcements, 
with the benediction pronounced by E. R. Barcus. 

FOURTH DAY— MORNING SESSION— NOV. 11, 1916. 

The Bishop opened the Conference at 9 a. m. and an- 
nounced hymn No. 317, “More Love to Thee, 0 Christ,” 
which was sung. The lesson read was the first chapter of 
Colossians, and Dr. Bradfield led in prayer. The minutes 
of the session of yesterday were read and approved. 

On motion of 0. T. Hotchkiss the time for the selection 
of the place of holding the next session of our Conference 
was made the order of the day following immediately after 
the reception of candidates into full connection today. 

R. A. Burroughs read the report of the committee ap- 
pointed to consider the proposed matter of raising a special 
endowment fund for Superannuate Texas preachers, and 
it was adopted. (See report). 

The following Lay Delegates, not present heretofore, 
were announced as being present: J. W. Brooks, Brenham 
District ; J. S. Watson, Marlin District ; E. J. Headlee, alter- 
nate from the Marlin District who was seated in the place 
of E. R. Glazner. 
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Question 1 was recalled, ‘‘Who are admitted on trial?” 
The recommendation of L. J. Waggoner from the Marshall 
District was presented, and he having passed a creditable 
examination before the committee for admission on trial, and 
the committee for admissions, the vote was taken, and he 
was admitted. The recommendation of J. H. Westmore- 
land, Pittsburgh District, was presented. He was recom- 
mended by the Committee on Admissions. The Committee 
on the Course of Study reported his educational require- 
ments were not up to the disciplinary requirements. A 
vote was taken, and he was admitted by more than two- 
thirds majority. 

Question 9 wa?: called, “Who are the deacons of one 
year?” The names of Harold G. Cooke, Preston Florence, 
J. Marvin Fuller, Robert Benjamin Jones, Richard Spencer 
Marshall, Jesse Clayton Thomson, John Earl White, John 
M. Cochran, William Murray Bass, William Lee Russell, 
Archie W. Gordan, Walter Lee Cannan and Walton Day, 
were called, and it appearing that they had passed approved 
examinations on the prescribed course of study, their char- 
acters passed, and they were advanced to the class of the 
fourth year. The name of Ben. 0. Hill was called; he is 
a missionary in Cuba, and had not been before the Com- 
mittee of Examination on the course of study ; his character 
passed, and he was continued in the class of the third year. 

Question 12 was called, “What local preachers are 
elected deacons?” The recommendation of Walter Benja- 
min Kidd, from the Beaumont District; Leo Hopkins and 
William Henry Chadwick of the Jacksonville District; Wil- 
liam Granville Jones from the Pittsburg District, and 
Nathaniel Augustus Griffin from the Timpson District were 
presented, and the vote being taken, they were elected to 
Deacon’s orders. 

Question 10 was called, “What traveling preachers are 
elected deacons?” The names of James Harvey Carlin, 
John Alexander Moore, Stephen Alexander Weimer, James 
Marshall Gordan, Fred Evans Few, John Claud Marshall, 
Dewitt Stuart Hotchkiss, Garland Zealand Sadler, were 
called, and it appearing that they had passed approved ex- 
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aminations on the course of study, their characters passed, 
they were elected to Deacon’s orders, and advanced to the 
class of the third year. The names of A. G. Coleman, Wm. 
W. Thomas and Abner B. Chapman were called ; their char- 
acters passed, but not having been before the Committee 
of Examination on the course of study, they were continued 
in the class of the second year. The name of Jesse Frank 
Wallace, already in deacon’s orders, was called; his char- 
acter passed, and having passed an approved examination 
in the course of study, he was advanced to the class of the 
third year. The names of Marvin J. Bigger and R. C. Greer 
were called, their characters passed, and on motion they 
were discontinued. The name of Leonard F. Hardy, of 
this class, was called ; his character passed, and on his own 
request he was discontinued. 

Question 14 was called, “What traveling preachers are 
elected elders?” The names of Howard Vance Watts, 
George Ellington Kemp, Benjamin Calhoun Calloway, 
Lawrence Howard Bradford, Robert Edger Ledbetter, John 
Lloyd Weatherby, David Baker Boddie, Batty La Fayette 
Owens, John Crawford Cockrell, Luke Frederick Brothers 
were called, their characters passed, they were reported fav- 
orably by the committee of examinations on the course of 
study, and elected to elders orders. The name of F. D. 
Dawson was called; the committee reported that he had 
passed an approved examination on the course of study, and 
his character passed. He is already an elder. 

Question 16 was called, “What local preachers are elected 
elders?” Answer, No one. 

Question 3 was called, “Who are discontinued?” Leon- 
ard F. Hardy, at his own request ; Marvin J. Bigger by the 
Conference and R. Clyde Greer at his own request. 

Question 17 was called, “Who are received from other 
churches as local preachers?” W. H. Vance, Presiding 
Elder Pittsburg District presented the name of Richard 
Julian Smith, an elder in the U. S. A. Presbyterian Church, 
recommended by the Pittsburg District Conference. The 
brother was present, and certifying to his agreement with 
us in doctrine and polity, and of his willingness to assume 
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our vows of ordination, without the reimposition of hands, 
his orders, as an elder, were recognized. G. W. Davis, Pre- 
siding Elder of the Marlin District, presented the request 
of the Quarterly Conference of the Riley Springs Circuit, 
North Texas Conference, for the restroation of the creden- 
tials of A. M. Pinkham, a former deacon in our Conference, 
and R. W. Adams, Presiding Elder of the Houston District, 
presented a like request from the Quarterly Conference of 
North Texas Conference, for the restoration of the creden- 
tials of Robert C. Greorge, a former elder in this Conference.

pointed a committee of trial as provided for in our book of 
Discipline, paragraph 321, and that the trial had resulted 
in a verdict of guilty, with penalty of expulsion from the 
ministry and membership of the church. The Secretary 
read a report from the Committee on Appeals to which the 
case had been appealed, in which the finding of the commit- 
tee of trial had been sustained. 

Dr. J. R. Stewart, General Agent of the Superannuate 
Endowment Fund addressed the Conference with reference 
to the interest committed to his hands. 

I. W. Campbell read the report of Committee on Books 
and Periodicals. Pending its adoption. Dr. W. D. Brad- 
field, editor of The Texas Christian Advocate addressed the 
Conference, concerning the Advocate, and the report of the 
committee was adopted by unanimous standing vote. (See 
report) . The Bishop added some words of appreciation of 
the Advocate, and urged earnest measures for the increase 
of the subscription list. 

J. W. Mills moved that when we adjourn, it be to meet 
at 2:30 o’clock this afternoon, and that a session of the 
Conference be held at 7:15 p. m. today, and a Memorial 
Session tomorrow at 3 p. m., and the motion prevailed. The 
Bishop appointed James Kilgore to preside at the afternoon 
session, and 0. E. Goddard at the evening session. 

J. D. Young, Vice President Texas Woman’s College, 
spoke briefly of the work and claims of that institution. 
On motion, the time of the session was extended. 

Question 4 was called, “Who are admitted into full con- 
nection?” Walter L. Cannan, James H. Carlin, Fred Evans 
Few, Jesse M. Gordan, Dewitt S. Hotchkiss, Stephen A. 
Weimer, John C. Marshall, Garland Z. Sadler, John F. Wal- 
lace were called to the chancel rail, they were favorably re- 
ported by the Committee on Admissions, and the Bishop 
addressed them, propounding the disciplinary questions. 
These questions were answered affirmatively, the vote was. 
taken, and they were admitted into full connection. 

Question 52 was called, “Where shall the next session 
of Conference be held?” Palestine, Marlin and St. Paul’s 
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Church, Houston, were nominated. The vote being taken, 
Palestine was selected, and on motion of J. W. Mills, the 
vote was made unanimous. 

R. A. Burroughs asked leave of absence from the further 
session of this Conference, and it was granted. 

Announcements were made, and the Conference ad- 
journed, Dr. F. S. Parker pronouncing the benediction. 

FOURTH DAY — Afternoon Session, Nov. 11th, 1916. 

Pursuant to adjournment, the Conference met at 2:30 
p. m., Jas. Kilgore in the chair. A hymn was sung, and 
prayer offered by J. L. Massey. The first Psalm was read 
as the scripture lesson. 

The minutes of the morning session were read and ap- 
proved. 

W. A. Pounds read the report of the Orphanage Board. 
Pending its adoption, R. A; Burroughs, Manager of the 
Texas Methodist Orphanage addressed the Conference, with 
reference to the work being done at the home, after which 
the vote was taken, and the report was adopted. (See re- 
port). 

M. N. Terrell read the report of the Epworth League 
Board. . Dr. F. S. Parker, secretary of the General Epworth 
League Board, addressed the Conference. The vote was 
taken and the report was adopted. (See report). The 
Secretary announced a paper touching the Methodist En- 
campment, which was referred to the Epworth League 
Board. 

At the request of H. D. Knickerbocker, the brethren 
present who were on the superannuate list were called to 
the chancel rail, where he spoke to them words of love and 
appreciation, for their lives and labors, and presented to 
each five dollars in gold. 

The Secretary read the nomination of the Presiding 
Elders for the Board of Managers for the Superannuate 
Endowment Fund, and they were confirmed. They are as 
follows.

Swindall. W. S. Gibbs, T. S. Garrison, C. H. McMasters,

perance, and it was adopted. (See report). 

The Secretary read a paper proposing a program rela- 
tive to the celebration of 1917 as the Centennial year of 
Texas Methodism. On motion the program was concurred 
in, and the paper ordered to be printed in the Conference 
minutes. (See paper in appendix). 

W. L. Dean read the report of the Board of Lay Activ- 
ities, then spoke of the matters suggested in the report, and 
on motion it was adopted. (See report). 

C. T. Tally nominated W. L. Dean to be Conference Lay 
Leader. He was elected, thus answering question 51, “Who 
is elected Lay Leader?” 

W. H. Crum read a resolution concerning a simultaneous 
Every Member Campaign, originating in a joint meeting 
of the Board of Missions, and Board of Lay Activities. It 
was moved to adopt the resolution. Pending its considera- 
tion, Dr. W. W. Pinson, Secretary of the General Board 
of Missions, addressed the conference and spoke of the 
matters touched by the resolution, and other missionary 
interests. The vote was taken, and the resolution was 
adopted. (See Resolution). 

M. N. Terrell read report No. 2 of the Epworth League 
Board, nominating Trustees of the Methodist Assembly 
Grounds, and it was adopted, confirming thereby nomina- 
tions of said trustees. (See Report No. 2, Epworth League 
Board). 

On motion of O. T. Hotchkiss the Conference adjourned, 
W. W. Horner pronouncing the benediction. 

FOURTH DAY — Evening Session. 

The Conference met at 7:15 p. m. as previously ordered, 
with O. E. Goddard in the chair, by appointment of Bishop 
McCoy. ' 

The Conference sang hymn No. 633 and J. E. Green led 
in prayer. 

W. H. Crum read the report of the Committee of Evan- 
gelism, and a motion was made to adopt the report. Pend- 
ing its adoption, O. E. Goddard spoke to the report, and 
it was adopted. (See Report). 
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W. H. Crum read the report of the Board of Missions. 
A motion was made to adopt it; pending its adoption, J. W. 
Mills and Dr. W. W. Pinson, General Missionary Secretary, 
addressed the conference, in the interest of Evangelism and 
Missio-ns. The report was adopted. (See Report). 

An offering of $60 was taken for the young ladies, the 
Wisdom Sisters, who have delighted the Conference with 
their music. 

After various announcements, on motion the Conference 
adjourned with the benediction pronounced by W. W. 
Pinson. 

FIFTH DAY, NOV. 12, 1916.

The report on Sabbath Observance was presented by E. 

G. Cooke, and adopted. (See report.) 

J. W. Goodwin read the report of the Joint Board of 
Finance. H. C. Willis moved to amend the report by strik- 
ing out the assessment levied for the printing of the min- 
utes. After some discussion, the previous question was 
ordered, the vote was taken, and the amendment was lost. 

The report was then adopted. (See report.) 
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It was moved that a sufficient sum for the publication of 
the minutes of this year be assessed against the several 
boards by the Joint Board of Finance, and the motion pre- 
vailed. 

Bishop McCoy submitted the following proposed consti- 
tutional amendment: “Be it resolved, That paragraph 

44, section 2, chapter 2, in answer to the question, “Who 
Shall Compose an Annual Conference?” be changed by 
striking out the word 'and' before 'four,' and adding after 
the word 'district,' the following: 'The Conference lay- 

leader and the district lay leaders of the Conference,' so as 
to read, 'All the traveling preachers, in full connection with 
it, four lay-representatives, one of whom may be a local 
preacher from each Presiding Elder's District, the Confer- 
ence lay-leaders, and the district lay-leaders of the Confer- 
ence.' '' The roll was called, and the vote resulted in 19 
ayes, and 162 nays. 

W. D. White read the report of the Committee on Bible 
Cause, and it was adopted. (See report.) 

W. D. White read the report of the Board of Control of 
the Superannuate Endowment Fund for the preachers of 
the Texas Conference, and it was adopted.

Glenn Flinn offered a paper containing resolutions touch- 
ing the raising of funds for the Washington City church. 
S. S. McKenney made some remarks regarding the same. It 
was moved to adopt the paper.

G. W. Glass read his report as Conference Treasurer, 
and it was ordered to record.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

The Board of Education submits the following report; 

Your board has given careful and prayerful consideration to the 
several communications that have been referred to it and to the re- 
quests that have come to it. 

We rejoice that there is an enlarged and ever enlarging interest 
in every department of the church, and notably so in its educational 
work. Christian education is coming to be recognized as the potent 
factor in the church’s work and worth, and we are rejoiced that it is 
being emphasized and fostered as never before. 

Southern Methodist University. 

Southern Methodist University, owned and controlled by the M. E. 
Church, South, began its first session September 22, 1915, enrolling 
706 during its first regular session, the largest number ever enrolled 
in any Southern college during its first year. The present enrollment 
is far in excess of the enrollment at the same date of last year, with 
every promise that the enrollment of this year will exceed the fond- 
est expectations of the university’s most enthusiastic supporters. 

The School of Theology, too, has opened the present session with 
prospects no less fiattering. The election of Dr. H. M. Dobbs as Dean 
of the School of Religion and the addition of H. M. Whaling, Jr., the 
new Professor of Church History and Missions, has materially 
strengthened the teaching force. 
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Southwestern University. 

The past history and the present work and worth of Southwestern 
University are matters of very great concern to your board. 

For a little less than half a century Southwestern University has 
stood for and fostered those ideals that have given to the Church and 
Commonwealth men and women who have had a large part in spread- 
ing the Kingdom of God in the world. 

Southwestern is having a glorious day in this time of transition and 
change; and has already passed the experimental stage. There are at 
this time about 400 bona fide students in the university. 

During the summer, Dr. Bishop, the president, and his assistants 
have secured $45,000.00 additional endowment, making the active en- 
dowment $112,000.00. The new Science Building, costing $50,000.00, is 
nearing completion, which, together with the recently acquired endow- 
ment, increases the resources of the institution $100,000.00. 

The Alexander Collegiate Institute. 

It is the sense of your board that the junior college has an im- 
perative place in the educational program which the church has formu- 
lated. 

Alexander Collegiate Institute is filling a place in this Conference 
which the church cannot and must not lightly regard. The school has 
an actual enrollment of 162, and is on a paying basis. 



Recommendations. 

We recommend: 

First: That Dr. James Kilgore and Eugene W. Potter be named 
as delegates to a conference of education, the time and place to be 
named later. 

Second: That we emphasize the Sunday for the presentation of 

the claims of the ministry. 

Third: That all undergraduate preachers be urged to take their 

Conference course of study either in the summer school of theology 
at Georgetown, or in the Correspondence School of Emory University, 
Atlanta, Ga. — preferably in both. 

Fourth: That Dr. James Kilgore be appointed a professor in the 
School of Theology in Southern Methodist University, and T. S. Ogle 
be appointed a student in the same institution, and that W. K, Stroth- 
er be appointed to the presidency of A. C. I. and J. W. Treadwell be 
appointed financial agent of the same. 

Fifth: That we commend Religious Educational Sunday. 

Sixth: That we endorse the efforts of Southwestern University to 
push its campaign for further endowment and equipment and that we 
urge the collections, both old and new, for Southern Methodist Uni- 
versity. 

Seventh: That we authorize the trustees of A. C. I. to change the 
name to Alexander College. 

Eighth: That we recommend the election of Geo. W. Davis, J. T. 
Smith, Knox Henderson and J. H. Bolin as trustees of A. C. I. 
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Ninth: That the Texas Conference request the next Legislature 

to pass a law authorizing junior colleges, complying with proper re- 
quirements, to issue State teachers* certificates. 

Tenth: That J. Kilgore be appointed Conference Secretary of Edu- 
cation. 

Eleventh: That R. W. Adams and J. W. Mills be elected trustees 

of Southwestern University.

We call attention to the following paper and recommendation con- 
cerning A. C. I. (See Paper.) 

To the Texas Conference of the M. E. Church, South, in regular session 
at Lufkin, November, 1916: 

The Board of Education of the Texas Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, report to said Conference as follows: 

We find that the Alexander Collegiate Institute is doing a pros- 
perous work, and that the prospects of increased attendance and en- 
larged usefulness are very bright? 

We find that during the past several years there has accumulated 
an indebtedness of about $20,000.00, contracted for improvements and 
necessary expenses, and that said sum is needed to liquidate these 
debts and to make other needed improvements. 

We find that nearly all of said indebtedness is secured by the per- 
sonal indorsement of the clerical and lay members of the Board of 
Trustees of said institution. 

We find that in order to properly provide for said inoebtedness 
that the following plan should be adopted: The Board of Trustees of 
said institution should be authorized to execute $20,000.00 worth of 
6% bonds, maturing in 20 years, secured by a mortgage upon the real 
and personal property of said institution. 

Therefore, be it Resolved, By the Texas Conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, South, now in session at Lufkin, Texas, that 
the Alexander Collegiate Institute by and through its Board of Trus- 
tees be and hereby is empowered and given full authority to execute 
the bonds of the said Alexander Collegiate Institute in the sum of 
$20,000.00 to mature in twenty years after the date thereof, drawing 
6 per cent interest per annum, payable semi-annually, and to be se- 
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cured by a trust deed on all the real estate and personal property of 
the said Alexander Collegiate Institute, and in such amount and de- 
nomination as the said Board of Trustees may deem expedient, aggre- 
gating in the total of $20,000.00, and to receive the proceeds of said 
funds to be used for the purpose of paying the indebtedness of the 
said Alexander Collegiate Institute, and make necessary improve- 
ments in its plant. 

And it shall be provided in said bonds that there is reserved to 
the Alexander Collegiate Institute the right to redeem any or all of 
said bonds at any time after five years from the date thereof by pay- 
ing principal and accrued interest; and there may also be provided in 
said bonds such other reservations or provisions as the said Board of 
Trustees of the said Alexander Collegiate Institute may deem perti- 
nent and expedient. 

For the foregoing bonds we propose an additional assessment of 
$2,500 per annum to cover interest and create a sinking fund. The 
issuance of these bonds and the effect of this assessment not to take 
place until the stockholders of the building known as Smith Hall shall 
have deeded the hall and the grounds upon which it is situated to the 
trustees of A. C. I. And it is further provided that the management, 
trustees or executive committee of A. C. I. shall be without authority 
to incur indebtedness for anything in the future without the consent 
of the Conference. 

We recommend that the treasurer of the board be instructed to 
collect all notes now due the preachers’ loan fund, except that used 
by young preachers now in school, and from them take new notes 
whenever necessary.

property of said corporation to 0. M. Thomas, M. M. Brooks, et al., 
constituting what was then known as the Educational Commission of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, of the State of Texas; and 

WHEREAS, Said Commission, as trustees for said property, went 
out of existence without re-transferring same to said institution, to 

correct which it became necessary for said trustees on the day 

of May, A. D. 1916, to execute a quit-claim deed to said properties, 
quit-claiming and reconveying same to the present trustees of said 
college. 
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Now, therefore, be it Resolved by this Conference, that we ap- 
prove the action of said Educational Commission acting through the 
individual members composing it as trustees for said properties, in 
reconveying said properties to the present trustees of said institution, 
now known as Texas Woman’s College, and that we hereby ratify, 
adopt, confirm and make as our own their acts in so doing, hereby 
recognizing that the legal title to the property of said institution is 
fully, absolutely and indefeasibly vested in the present Board of 
Trustees of said Texas Woman’s College.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

We rejoice to report that this has been a year of vision and prog- 
ress; and the success of the past should cheer us to new enterprises 
and achievements. The growth of the church at home in numbers, in 
complexity of organization, and of activity, is apparent on every 
hand. But it would be an unspeakable pity if in our haste to 
strengthen and conserve the church we should forget to spread the 
Kingdom. That which satan cannot crush by poverty and persecution, 
he often poisons with pride and self-satisfaction. No more deadly 
weapon can threaten the church than wealth and power without the 
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spirit of service. For its own souPs sake, the church must not be 
permitted to consume its strength and resources on itself and forget 
its brothers in the nearby slums, or in the far away places of the 
earth. 

There is great reason for renewed missionary activities in the 
insistent call of a needy and wide open world. This is the most in- 
spiring and compelling call of the century. It is a time for large 
faith, for far vision, and a courage that dares. God and the Kingdom 
are waiting. 

We are pleased to note a growing interest in mission specials; and 
it is the policy of the General Board to assign only budget specials 
and to keep a complete record of the same. One-fourth of the whole 
budget for foreign missions is now carried as specials. We earnestly 
solicit the co-operation of every charge of extending in the Confer- 
ence this method of missionary support and education. 

The Week of Prayer and Self-Denial has, for many reasons, been 
changed from the first week in January to the week preceding Easter. 
We cannot too strongly urge the observance of this week in all our 
churches for their own sake as well as that of the cause of missions. 

We note with pleasure the adoption by this Conference of a reso- 
lution calling fo an exery-member canvass for our benevolences, in 
every charge of our Conference, by the first of March. We urge upon 
all pastors compliance with this resolution. 

We recommend, in accordance with the plan of the General Board 
of Missions, that China again be the field for Sunday school specials 
for foreign missions, and that the Texas Mexican work be the field 
for home mission specials throughout our Conference; and that we 
set as our goal the raising of at least $5,000 in Sunday school specials 
this year. 

The assessments for missions for this year are as follows: 

Foreign Missions $15,520 

Home Missions 4,966 

Conference Missions 14,534 

These assessments are the same as last year. 

The board recommends the appointment of Glen Flinn Conference 
Secretary of Missions. 

We call attention to the law of the Discipline regarding money 
raised for specials in the Sunday school and urge its enforcement. 
See Discipline, paragraph 264, page 103. 

The board, in joint session with the Committee on Lay Activities,

SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD REPORT No. 2. 

We, your Sunday School Board, beg leave to submit the following | 

report. No.' 2: 

The general work of the Sunday school has prospered greatly and 
surprisingly. 

Friends have arisen on every hand and kindness has come from 
every quarter. Your board is filled with gratitude and thanksgiving. 

This year your board has paid every debt and met every financial obli- 
gation in full. 

Our secretary. Rev. Walter G. Harbin, has taken first rank among 
secretaries and is to be congratulated on his work. By rail and over- 
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land he has traveled this year 9,251 miles, delivered 462 sermons and 
addresses and has addressed approximately 12,000 people. One hun- 
dred and fifty have been converted, 96 have joined the church and 3 
have offered as volunteers for the mission field. This in addition to 
multitudes stirred and Sunday school interest quickened. 

Besides all this. Teacher Training Classes, Cradle Rolls and Home 
Departments have been organized and Wesley Bible Classes enrolled. 

There is much yet to be desired, but the progress of the last two 
years promises immediate forward movements of the largest signifi- 
cance. 

Two districts are organized and this department of the work will 
be pushed as fast as our means will allow. It is with great pleasure 
that we note that the Marlin District reports a Children’s Day -offer- 
ing from each charge in the district. 

The following resolutions deal with a most important interest and 
were passed heartily and unanimously by your board. 

Whereas, The General Sunday School Board of the M. E. Church, 
South, holds in its possession $50,000 which was raised in our Sunday 
schools for the endowment of a chair of Sunday school pedagogy for 
the training of preachers and Sunday school workers of our church; 
and 

Whereas, The General Sunday School Board has agreed to turn 
over one-half of this amount (the other half going to Emory Uni- 
versity) to the School of Theology of Southern Methodist University 
on condition that an additional $35,000 be raised for the endowment 
of the department of Sunday school pedagogy; and 

Whereas, Dr. E. B. Chappell, our Sunday school editor, has en- 
dorsed the plan proposed by the trustees of the Southern Methodist Uni- 
versity to raise the additional amount required and has agreed to make 
use of the Sunday school publications of the church in order to lay 
this important interest on the hearts of our people; therefore be it 

Resolved, First, that we co-operate in this undertaking by naming 
the second Sunday in March (or some Sunday as near thereto as prac- 
ticable) “Religious Education Sunday,” agreeing on the above named 
Sunday to call special attention in all our Sunday schools to this en- 
dowment fund and to make a special offering. 

Resolved, Second, that we call upon our pastors to preach special 
sermons on Religious Education on the Sunday named and ask our 
congregations to allow the regular open collections on Religious Edu- 
cation Sunday to go to the endowment of this department in Southern 
Methodist University. 

It is understood that all monies raised for this fund are to be sent 
to the Treasurer of the Annual Conference Sunday School Board, and 
by him sent to Frank Reedy, Bursar, Southern Methodist University, 
Dallas, Texas.

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REPORT OF ORPHANAGE BOARD. 

We, your Orphanage Board of the Texas Conference, beg to submit 
its annual report. 

Rev. R. A. Burroughs, manager, was before us and we note with 
pleasure the prosperity of the home under his management. There 
are now 155 children in the home and 68 have been placed in good 
homes, mostly by adoption. Have had one death and that was due to 
the bad condition when brought to the home. The sanitary condition 
of the home and the health of the children is well-nigh perfect. 

We are delighted with the Sunday school and league work and 
glad to note that the children are being brought into the church and 
trained for religious work, and also that the literary school work takes 
rank with the other schools of the city. 

Since the present method of raising funds for the support of the 
home has proven to be satisfactory, therefore your board recommends 
that the present plan be continued, and that the pastors at an early 
date present the cause of the Orphanage to their congregations, and 
as a reminder of this important duty, we offer the following resolu- 
tions : 

Resolved, That no pastor can report his charge as having paid in 
full who has not taken collection for the Orphanage; and furtherfore. 

Resolved, That we extend our hearty thanks to the Young Men's 
Business League of Waco for their splendid work in raising funds 
for the completion of the new building which, when completed, will be 
out of debt.

BIBLE CAUSE. 

This year rounds out the centennial of the American' Bible Society. 
It has contributed 117,000,000 copies of the Scriptures in 150 languages 
in every land. Seventy million of these were in foreign languages in 
our own land. 

We are pleased to have with us this year Rev. J. J. Morgan, secre- 
tary of the Southwestern agency, who reported a total distribution of 
103,993 copies of Scripture, in 41 languages, during the past year, — 
being the. largest gain of any of the home agencies. 

We are glad also to have had with us Rev. H. C. Tucker, for thirty 
years a missionary of our church in Brazil, and secretary of the Bra- 
zilian Society for twenty-eight years, who brought to our attention 
the fact that Brazil, with the whole wide world, is calling for the 
Word of God as never before. This explains the continuous demands 
of the society for more liberal contributions. 

We call especial attention to the worthy work undertaken by our 
Southwestern agency for the distribution of the Word among our sol- 
diers on the border. A Ford roadster has been equipped as a Bible 
car, and two men detailed to this special work. Fifteen thousand 
khaki-bound New Testaments have already been distributed, and there 
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is need for 40,000 more. But the funds are exhausted, and, unless 
immediate help is provided, this special work will have to be discon- 
tinued. 

Therefore, in order to meet this emergency at our own doors, we 
recommend that our pastors observe the second Sunday in December 
with a sermon on the Bible and a collection for supplying our soldiers 
with khaki Testaments. 

We also recommend that the usual assessment of $1,000 be made 
upon the Conference for the regular work of the society.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

Your Committee on Books and Periodicals had before it the report 
of our publishing agents and we note with pleasure a net gain for the 
year of $36,770.20, a large advance over last year and a most credit- 
able report for the management who have experienced perplexing con- 
ditions owing to the unsettled market and advance prices of all ma- 
terial and machinery entering into the manufacture of books and 
periodicals. 

Our Sunday school literature grows in favor with our people and 
its circulation shows steady increase in volume. 

The Methodist Review has a circulation of 3,800. The loss on its 
publication amounts to $698.89. 

The Christian Advocate has a subscription list of 15,000 and has 
been published at a loss of $7,497.98. 

The Epworth Era has 21,000 subscribers and shows a loss of 
$3,157.10 for the year. 

Concerning the Texas Christian Advocate your committee presents 
the following: 

Whereas, The Joint Board of Publication of the Texas Christian 
Advocate has issued the following resolutions to the Methodists of 
Texas, Oklahoma and New Mexico: 

1. That the week beginning December 3, 1916, be designated and 
set apart as “Publishers* Jubilee Week.** 

2. That each Annual Conference be asked, through its members 
of this board, to indorse and in every possible way to encourage this 
campaign. 

3. That the members of this board in their respective Conferences 
be constituted a committee to have charge of said campaign. 

4. That 40,000 subscribers be set as a minimum for this year, 
this being an increase of more than 15,000 over what we have at the 
present time. 

And whereas, they have assigned the following reasons for such 
a campaign: 

1. There are 400,000 Methodists in the territory served by the 
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Texas Christian Advocate — the most splendid constituency served by 
any advocate of our connection; and a minimum of 40,000 subscribers 
is certainly a goal that we should attain if we hope to serve our con- 
stituency as we should. 

2. It is necessary to increase the size of the paper to meet the 
growing demands of our enlarged constituency. 

3. It is necessary to eliminate as far as practicable all small type 
from the Advocate, as small type is not acceptable to many of our 
people. 

4. The increased cost of paper (nearly 200 per cent) makes it 
necessary to increase the subscription price (as many Advocates have 
done) unless we greatly increase the subscription list. 

5. The editor should have better compensation than the income of 
the publication will now justify. 

6. The financial condition of the country makes it practicable to 
undertake this increase in the circulation at this time. 

7. The many vital questions before us now, such as submission 
for Texas, the unification of Methodism, our educational interests, etc., 
have created a demand for the paper among our people which will 
make it easy to get the new subscribers. 

8. We recognize the Advocate as being an indispensable factor in 
the remarkable growth of Texas Methodism and as being the one sin- 
gle bond of union of our Methodism in the Southwest, and as the 
ablest exponent- of our interests in the great territory that it serves. 
Its increased circulation, in our judgment, will bring incalculable bless- 
ings to the church. 

9. November 30, 1916, marks the completion of a half century of 
the work of our publisher, L. Blaylock. It is the deliberate judgment 
of the board that the splendid work of the Advocate has been made 
possible by his generous and untiring labors in its interest and it 
would be a fitting tribute to his efficiency and fidelity to present him 
with 20,000 new subscribers on his semi-centennial year. Therefore 
be it 

Resolved, That the Texas Conference pledges itself to enter hearti- 
ly upon this campaign and designates 4,551 as a goal which it should 
reach. 

That this Conference heartily commend Dr. Bradfield’s policy in 
not publishing political and questionable advertisements and for his 
unfailing courage meeting the living issues of the day. 

We congratulate Dr. H. M. Dubose upon his brilliant work and 
ripe scholarship evidenced in editing the Quarterly Review; and we 
seriously commend the Review as the best reading for a Methodist 
preacher that he can possibly procure and urge every preacher of 
the Conference to become a subscriber. 

The appropriation of the Book Committee for our superannnuates 
and widows from the proceeds of the year is $15,000 and we recom- 
mend that every pastor call attention of our Methodist people to the 
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fact that a part of the price of every book purchased from our pub- 
lishing house goes to this worthy cause, and that our publishing house 
supplies the books as cheap, and in many instances, cheaper than other 
book concerns.

SPIRITUAL STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: 

It is with profound gratitude that we note the great progress made 
by our churches of the Texas Conference during the past year in the 
work of bringing the unsaved into the Kingdom of our Lord. Ap- 
proximately eight thousand conversions will be recorded in our next 
Conference Journal. This is not up to the standard we had set for 
ourselves, but the fact of this large number of conversions is cause 
for much thanksgiving. Reports from the various districts indicate 
that revival fires have burned throughout the entire Conference. 

It is pleasing to note that our pastors have held during the year 
a large per cent of their own meetings. We believe this is as it should 
be. It is our opinion that if it should become the custom of our 
preachers to do their own preaching in revival meetings more endur- 
ing results would follow. We also believe that such a course would 
be conducive to deeper consecration upon the part of the pastors them- 
selves. 

We rejoice at the fine work our women^s societies and Epworth 
Leagues are doing in the way of developing and training our people 
in the things that make for larger usefulness in the church. We urge 
our pastors to steadily insist that the meetings of the various societies 
be made as spiritual as possible. 

From what we have been able to gather there seems to be a general 
tendency in the church throughout the bounds of the entire Confer- 
ence to press toward a higher Christian level. In these times of war 
and so much of worldliness our Zion seems to realize that her large 
usefulness, if not her safety, depends upon a closer walk with God. 

It has been a source of gratification to note the splendid results 
of the work done by the Evangelistic Committee. We constantly be- 
lieve that its labors have been of untold value in promoting the re- 
vival cause in our midst. We believe the Conference Revival Bulletin 
has done telling work in its regular visits to the pastorates during the 
past year, and we trust that in the coming year we shall have not only 
the help and inspiration of that splendid little sheet, but that each 
district in the Conference will have its own similar publication. 

We are living in the midst of trying times. Inducements to lead 
the young, as well as the old, astray were perhaps never so strong 
as they are today. Immoral pictures and bad books, Sunday excursions 
and the like abound everywhere, and these as well as many other 
similar sinful agencies constitute a call from the shadows, the allure- 
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merit of which we will do well to guard against. In view of these 
facts, we offer the following suggestions: 

1. Let every preacher make a fresh consecration of himself wholly 
and entirely for the immeasureable responsibilities that are upon us. 

2. Let us urge more and more the great necessity for family 
altars and let us ‘not rest satisfied until the fire burns upon the altar 
in every Christian home. 

3. Let us preach holy living, both by precept and example, until 
the people under our care shall have such precious relations to our 
Lord that they shall have no desire nor love for the alluring and garish 
things of the world.

The Committee on Lay Activities of the Texas Annual Conference 
submits its report as follows: 

While more than ever convinced of the wisdom and advisability 
of the Laymen's Missionary Movement, we, nevertheless, deprecate 
the lack of interest on the part of many of our presiding elders and 
pastors, as well as laymen, in this particular institution of the church. 

There has been considerable progress made in arousing interest 
among laymen in church activities in two or three districts of this 
Conference during the past year, and we are persuaded that slight 
progress has been made in the other districts of the Conference; yet, 
we are sure that, upon the whole, we have not measured up nearly to 
our possibilities, nor yet even to that which might have reasonably 
been expected of us. 

We believe if the Conference and District Lay Leaders can enlist 
the active interest of the presiding elders and pastors to the end that 
they will urge the selection of the most suitable men for Charge Lay 
Leaders, ajid then when the selections are made, encourage such 
Charge Lay Leaders and the Missionary Committees to study the liter- 
ature, which is provided by our General Secretary and his force, the 
Laymen's Missionary Movement within the bounds of this Conference 
may be made a great power for good in aid of the general work of 
the church. 

In joint meeting with the Board of Missions of this Conference it 
has been decided that the District and Charge Lay Leaders of the 
Conference will be requested to co-operate actively in the every-mem- 
ber canvass, which is being projected for all of the charges in the 
Conference, and we here now pledge, as far as we may be able to do. 
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such co-operation, not only in the every-member canvass, but in such 
other work of the church as our pastors may call upon us to do.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM. 

There was submitted to your committee a paper from the Inter- 
Conference or State-wide Committee on Evangelism, which we here- 
with submit and desire to make it a part of our report: 

The evangelistic campaign put on throughout Texas during the 
present Conference year produced gratifying results. We have not the 
figures at our command yet, but it is quite likely that our Methodist 
forces in this State have led more souls to Christ during this conference 
year than in any other year in the history of the State. Our great in- 
spirational meeting held in this city (Dallas) last spring has been felt 
in every nook and comer of the State. We believe the results show the 
wisdom of continuing a State-wide organization for evangelism. 

For the ensuing year we make the following recommendations: 

First, that there be held at all our approaching Annual Conferences 
an evangelistic rally under the auspices of the Conference Committee 
on Evangelism. 

Second, that we emphasize soul-winning throughout the entire 
year as well as during the pre-Easter time and the time for summer 
revivals, making the revival campaign an all-year movement. 

Third, that the first Sunday in March, 1917, be designated as 
Enlistment Day on which day all pastors are requested to enroll all 
who will sign a pledge to try, by the help of God, to lead at least one 
soul to Christ during the year. (Blank cards for this enrollment will 
be furnished the pastors on application to be signed and returned to 
the secretary of this committee.) 

Fourth, that the week preceding enlistment day be preparation 
week for enlistment and that we set as our goal 25,000 personal 
workers. 

Fifth, that we appoint a committee on tracts and leaflets, whose 
duty it shall be to furnish tracts and leaflets, such as shall be helpful 
to our ministers and members in our revival campaign. 

Sixth, that instead of one inspirational meeting, as held last year, 
fifteen be held, three for each Conference. The three places to be se- 
lected by the Conference Committee on Evangelism in consultation 
with the presiding elders of that Conference. The State-wide Committee 
on Evangelism will furnish the speakers for these meetings, distribut- 
ing them after the fashion of the “flying squadron.^’ The “flying squad- 
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ron” to consist of six men, one of whom shall be the presiding bishop 
of that Conference, another the Home Mission Secretary, and the four 
others Texas preachers. It is recommended that the presiding elders 
consider the propriety of letting this meeting take the place of Dis- 
trict Missionary Institutes usually held the first of the year. 

Seventh, that the State-wide committee appointed last year be 
continued and that the Conference Committee on Evangelism be em- 
powered to fill vacancies on this committee. 

Eighth, that the State-wide committee shall meet in Dallas Decem- 
ber 5, 1916, to arrange further details for this campaign and for any- 
thing else pertaining to the work of State-wide evangelism. 

Ninth, that the Committee on Evangelism know that responsibility 
of carrying on the work of evangelism in their Conference rests large- 
ly with them. 

Pursuant to the plan herein submitted, the joint meeting of the 
presiding elders and your committee nominated the following places 
for these three evangelistic conferences: 

Houston, Texas, January 29-31. 

Jacksonville, Texas, January 30-February 1. 

Longview, Texas, January 31-February 2. 

We recommend that Rev. H. B. DeLaye be appointed a general 
evangelist by the General Board. Rev. C. E. Mock and Rev. W. W. 

Thomas be appointed Conference evangelists. We authorize Rev. 

W. B. Kidd and Rev. John M. Adams, local preachers, to do evangel- 
istic work in the Conference when invited by the pastors. 

As hitherto, we desire to appoint a district helper in each presiding 
elder district to represent us in that district. 

We nominate the following brethren as our district representa- 
tives: Beaumont District, Glenn Flinn; Brenham District, O. T. 

Hotchkiss; Houston District, J. F. Carter; Jacksonville District, P. T. 

Ramsey; Marshall District, C. T. Tally; Marlin District, S. W.

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the matter of Sabbath Day observance, and would again pledge itself, 
in God’s name and imploring His help, to the great duty of instruct- 
ing our people in our public and private capacities, in the claims of 
God upon them in this solemn matter. 

Resolved: 2. That we again recommend the endorsement by this 
Conference of the Sunday League of America. 

Resolved: 3. That in common with other Texas Conferences, we 

recommend that the Bishop appoint three ministers, two laymen (also 
three alternates) to take part in the organization of a Lord’s Day 
Commission, the object of which shall be to conserve the sacred inter- 
ests of the Sabbath in our Methodism and among our people. 

Resolved: 4. Your committee would earnestly recommend to all 

the hosts of our Israel, through this medium, a life of prayer and holy 
service on every day as well as on the Lord’s Day, but that the ob- 
servance of this day should be distinctive, impressive and in harmony 
with scriptural ideals.

TEMPERANCE REPORT. 

We, your committee, beg leave to report that our temperance cause 
through the past year was never more favorable. We would mention 
the vast extent of dry territory in Texas and the Nation at large 
as only one item among the recent developments of our great tem- 
perance movement. The point has been reached in the saloon’s battle 
for existence where its defenders are compelled to so outrage democ- 
racy and public sentiment in postponing the doom of their traffic that 
these outrages with their pitiful victories are becoming our most valu- 
able assets to the cause of prohibition. This development in our tem- 
perance propaganda is evidence of such an evolution of civil and tem- 
perance sentiment in the citizenship of this State as only awaits an 
honest ballot to drive the liquor scourge from our borders. In this 
connection we are glad to note the recent election throwing the follow- 
ing States into the dry column: Michigan, Nebraska, South Dakota, 
Montana, the Territory of Alaska and probably the State of Utah. 

We are at present testing by local campaigns the worst dens of the 
liquor vice in Texas; and, though this feature of our work is but an 
artillery action preparatory for a final charge of the whole line, we 
are about to find these hitherto impregnable forts for the entire State 
proving barely able to take care of themselves. 

Your committee recommend that every means on the part of our 
people be vigorously prosecuted that would counteract the influence of 
the free plate matter and other vicious literature the domestic and 
foreign brewers are beginning to scatter over Texas. If this insidi- 
ous work is not exposed and counteracted throughout the State its 
effects are going to surprise us. In this connection we most urgently 
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recommend that the recent circulation inducement of the Home & 
State get the faithful attention of our preachers and vigorous laymen. 
This paper appears to be one of the most vital channels through which 
we can meet and destroy the State-wide influence of brewery liter- 
ature. 

We most heartily commend the editors of the Texas Christian Ad- 
vocate, the Baptist Standard, the work of Rev. Simeon Shaw of the 
Northwest Texas Conference, and also the Anti-Saloon League for 
their efficient work for the cause of temperance in Texas.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SUPERANNUATE ENDOWMENT 

FUND. 

Agreeable to the plan of concerted action of the several Texas Con- 
ferences and in pursuance of that purpose, the Bishop and cabinet 
have appointed a board of twelve to have in hand the creation of a 
fund to be known as the Superannuate Endowment Fund, also to se- 
cure homes for our superannuate preachers. 

For this movement, so long looked forward to, and prayed for, by 
every Methodist preacher and thoughtful layman, we anticipate noth- 
ing but the heartiest reception and predict nothing but the greatest 
success. 

In furtherance of this plan. Bishop McCoy and his cabinet have 
appointed Rev. A. A. Wagnon as special agent, who will give his entire 
time and energy to this one work, under the direction of the board. 

We therefore seek the approval and prayers of every pastor for 
the success of this great undertaking, and ask that you lend every 
possible aid to the board and Brother Wagnon in carrying out the in- 
tent of this great movement.

CENTENARY OF TEXAS METHODISM. 

At a call meeting of preachers and laymen at the Methodist Pub- 
lishing House, Dallas, Texas, October 13th, 1916, to consider the ad- 
visability of celebrating in some appropriate and profitable manner 
the Centenary of Methodism in Texas — and after organization of the 
meeting by electing W. C. Everett, Chairman, and R. W. Barnes, Sec- 
retary; W. C. Everett, Jno. H. McLean and B. M. Burgher were ap- 
pointed a committee to memorialize the Conference on the subject, 
and after due consideration, the following paper was adopted, and the 
chairman instructed to present the same to the ensuing annual Confer- 
ence, bespeaking their kindly consideration and favorable action. 

Whereas, on the authority of Rev. H. S. Thrall, D. D., a trust- 
worthy historian of our church in Texas, we are informed that in 
1817, under the ministry of Rev. William Stevenson — a member of 
the Missouri Conference — **the first Methodist class was organized 
at Jonesboro, Red River County, Texas, then known as Miller County, 
Arkansas, with Mr. Tidwell class leader.” 

Whereas, Judge B. F. Fuller, a recognized historian of the Bap- 
tist Church in Texas, states that ‘‘as early as 1816, William Steven- 
son, a Methodist minister, preached in the settlement in Red River 
County, and in 1817 organized a Methodist society, and appointed a 
man by the name of Tidwell as class leader,” and then adds, “This 
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doubtless was the first Protestant organization in Texas.” (See Ful- 
ler’s History of Texas Baptists, page 71.) And, 

Whereas, from these and other credible sources of information, 
we are well assured that the above time and place mark the first 
organization of Methodism in Texas, and 1917, as its appropriate 
Centennial, and as a common heritage, we invite all Methodists of the 
State to participate in its celebration, and by reviewing the great 
achievements of the century — along social, civic, evangelistic, educa- 
tional, and material lines — we can but hold our fathers in great honor 
and esteem and be stimulated to greater zeal in the extension of the 
Redeemer’s Kingdom as their worthy successors. 

Therefore, resolved, that in furtherance of this laudable purpose, 
we respectfully suggest the following: 

1. That a centennial service be held in the bounds of each pas- 
toral charge during the month of May, next, or at such time as may 
be preferred. 

2. That the pastor, with the advice and assistance of the presid- 
ing elder, be responsible for this service. 

3. That the pastor prepare for that occasion a brief history of his 
charge, naming in succession the former pastors, the leading laymen, 
and such account of its progress, enterprises and achievements as may 
be of interest and that said historic account of the charge be filed 
with the quarterly Conference and a copy also be deposited with the 
Secretary of the Annual Conference for historic reference. 

4. That the presiding elder be charged with the duty of writing 
up the history of his district, mentioning his predecessors in their 
succession, accounts of the several district conferences, and such oc- 
currences as are of general interest, and that said historical paper be 
read at the ensuing district conference, and filed with its records, and 
a copy filed with the Secretary of the Annual Conference, for histori- 
cal purposes. 

5. That we further suggest that our preachers and laymen have 
at much sacrifice and heroism, established schools and institutions of 
a charitable character, some of which are not now in existence, but 
all should be written up by competent writers and their complete his- 
tory preserved. 

6. That the Secretary of the Annual Conference be requested to 
prepare for the Annual Conference, to be presented at the next ses- 
sion of the Conference and filed with its records, a historical state- 
ment of the sessions of the Annual Conference from its organization 
to the present, with the mention of the presiding bishops, places of 
meeting and such matters as are worthy of note. 

7. That a general committee on the Centennial of Texas Method- 
ism be appointed, consisting of one minister and one layman from 
each of the five larger conferences and one member each from the 
German and Mexican Conferences of the State, said members to be 
chosen by their respective conferences. 
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8. That it shall be the duty of the general committee to formu- 
late suitable plans and programs for the use of the pastoral charges, 
district and annual conferences. 

9. That there be an executive committee of five — at least three 
of whom shall reside in the city of Dallas, and two others of easy 
access — and these to be chosen by the general committee without 
regard to conference relations, whose duty shall be to execute the 
will of the general committee, and assist said committee in promot- 
ing the success of the Centennial movement. 

10. That should favorable action be taken upon the general pur- 
poses of this paper, and a committee be constituted to carry its pro- 
visions into effect, we would recommend Tuesday, January 9th, 10;00 
a. m., at the Southern Methodist Publishing House, of Dallas, as a 
suitable time and place for the committee to meet and project its 
work. 

11. That we invoke the hearty support of the Advocate in further- 
ance of the great possibilities of this eventful occasion, and that it be 
made memorable as the Centennial volume of the Texas Christian 
Advocate.

MEMOIR OF REV. C. H. BROOKS. 

Calvin Herlock Brooks, son of Richard S. and Vashti V. Brooks, 
was bom in Huntsville, Ala., Febmary 20, 1827. When about six 
years old he moved with his parents to Denmark, Tenn., where he re- 
ceived a common school education. He was converted at the Big Black 
Camp Ground in 1840 and in the autumn of that year united with the 
Methodist Episcopal Church on probation and six months later was 
received into communion, being baptized by T. L. Boswell, D. D. By 
act of the General Conference he became a member of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, in 1845. He was licensed to preach in 1851 
by Dr. Baskerville as pastor and G. W. D. Harris, D. D., as presiding 
elder and was admitted on trial into the Memphis Conference of the 
same year. He served two years as junior preacher on the LaGrange 
Circuit, was sent to the Coahoma Circuit in 1853, and in 1854 he was 
appointed a missionary to the slaves in the bounds of the Holly 
Springs Circuit. His ministry to this lowly people was wonderfully 
blessed. 

He was transferred to the Texas Conference in 1854; was ordained 
a deacon by Bishop Capers in 1853 and an elder by Bishop Paine at 
Gonzales, Texas, 1856. For forty-five years he responded to roll call. 
Promptness and fidelity were notable characteristics of the man. He 
served the following charges after coming to Texas: Retreat Circuit, 
1855; Houston Station, 1856; Montgomery Circuit, 1857; in local ranks 
from 1854 to 1860; Cold Springs and Waverly, 1861-62; chaplain in 
the Confederate army, Elmore’s Regiment, 1863; San Jacinto Circuit, 
1864; Danville Circuit, 1865; Montgomery, 1866-67; in local ranks, 
1867-77; Madisonville, 1878; Zion Circuit, 1879; Huntsville District, 
1880-82; Austin District, 1883-86; Chapel Hill Station, 1887-88; Mar- 
lin Station, 1889; Chapel Hill District, 1890-93; Elgin Station, 1896- 
99; LaGrange Station, 1900; Elgin Station, 1901-02. By act of the 
General Conference he fell into the territory of the West Texas Con- 
ference in 1902 and in 1903 was transferred to the Texas Confer- 
ence and asked for the superannuated relation. He was married at 
Montgomery, Tex., in 1857, to Miss Letitia Worsham, who was his 
faithful, sympathetic and devoted companion for more than fifty-nine 
years. He lovingly referred to her as his junior preacher and attrib- 
uted to her his success. 

He leaves his devoted wife, one son, three daughters, and twenty- 
three grandchildren. In referring to his work he said: “In all of 

these places and years I have tried to do whatever I did as unto the 
Lord. I have therefore made no sacrifice, but have sought to render 
unto the Lord his own.” 

In 1875, while in the local ranks, he was elected to the fifteenth 

I 
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legislature. He said: “I accepted this, as I have all other appoint- 

ments, as coming from my Lord; and whatever else I did, I did not 
lower the dignity of my calling as a preacher of the gospel. I am 
proud of many things I have done and ashamed of nothing.” 

His was a strong personality. He possessed a vigorous body and 
an analytical mind, which was well trained. He was a preacher of 
marked ability. His sermons always gave evidence of the deepest 
thought and the most careful preparation. In the very best sense he 
was a man of one book — the Bible. He made other books contribute 
to a richer and a fuller exposition of God’s Word. When men listened 
to him, they felt that truly a prophet of Jehovah was speaking to 

them. He was always loyal to the Church, subject to the powers 
that be, faithful to the trust committed to his hands, and untiring in 
his efforts to build up the Church and extend the Redeemer’s king- 
dom. He was a distinct leader in his Conference for many years. 
He won leadership by being willing to obey and to be led. He never 
compromised, but frowned upon wrongdoing in every form and all 
places. He was too big to do a little thing. He was a man of 
noble ideals and of the purest motives. He was gentle in the sim- 
plicity of his manner and cordial and sincere in the exhibitions of 
his friendships. His was a triumphant death. 

When the call came for him “to put oUt to sea,” he was ready. He 
had engaged to preach for his pastor the last Sunday in July; but 
while at breakfast that morning, he was stricken with paralysis and 
was unable to speak for a time, but rallied later and said to his 
loved ones: “I will not be able to preach my sermon today, but will 

preach it when I cross over the river, and I will not make any mistakes 

then. ” His pastor said to the writer: “I have never known a man 

who was so perfectly calm and possessed such serenity of soul and 
whose faith was so clear and strong in his last days.” . 

Truly it can be said of him: 

Servant of God, well done. 

Thy glorious warfare’s past; 

The battle’s fought, the race is won. 

And thou art crowned at last.” 

While he quit the works of men, his influence will abide. The ties 
of memory, love, and friendship are not broken by the hand of death. 
These are graces ordained of God to cheer us in our time of loneliness 
until we shall see his face again.

J. L. DAWSON. 

April 19, 1856— Nov. 26, 1916. 

Another good man has gone home. A faithful soldier has laid down 
his armor and weapons of warfare to take up palms of the victor. 
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A weary toiler has at last found rest. We weep and are disconsolate 
over his departure, but truly rejoice in his great and ultimate victory. 

Jordan Lemuel Dawson was born in Lynchburg, Va., April 19th, 
A. D., 1856. Reared by a consecrated Christian mother he was early 
led to know the Lord, to whom he gave his heart in boyhood and 
united with the M. E. Church South. When just past his twentieth 
year, he answered a definite call to preach, and was licensed by the 
Quarterly Conference of the Madison, Lynchburg District, Virginia 
Conference, Oct., 1876, L. W. Way, P. C. and J. D. Blackwell, P. E. 

Brother Dawson was an expert boot and shoe maker by trade. In 
1876, shortly after he was licensed to preach, he came to Texas and 
settled at Longview, earning his livelihood by plying his trade, while 
he preached as a local preacher, as opportunity afforded. Feeling 
impressed to give his whole time to the ministry and believing that 
a call to preach was a call first for the best possible preparation, he 
spent some months at the Alexander Institute at Kilgore, Texas, 
under the tutorage of that Prince of Christian gentlemen and edu- 
cators, Dr. I. Alexander. In the Fall of 1879 he was admitted on 
trial in the East Texas Conference and assigned his first year (1880) 
as junior preacher under J. C. A. Bridges on the Pine Hill Circuit. 
In 1881, Carthage Circuit; 1882-4, Nacogdoches and San Augustine. 
Here he met Miss Cora Davis of San Augustine to whom he was 
married February 26th, 1^4. In 1885-6 he was at Center; 1887, Pine 
Hill; 1888, Mineola; 1889-90, Nacogdoches; 1891-2, Crockett; 1893-6, 
Brushy Creek; 1897, Trinity and Groveton; 1898-1901, Carthage; 
1902, Rusk Station; 1903-11, Chaplain East Texas Penitentiary, Rusk; 
1912-14, Garrison; 1915, Jefferson. At the session of the Texas Confer- 
ence, he having suffered a total failure of health during the year 1915, 
he was granted a superannuate relation. Scarcely a fortnight after 
the adjournment of the Conference the Great Bishop of the Church 
of the> Living God, even our Lord Jesus, distinctly called his name 
and assigned his place — “My faithful servant, J. L. Dawson, for 
eternity, HEAVEN.” Promptly he obeyed the summons and sur- 
rounded by every member of his family, in the home of his son. 
Rev. F. D. Dawson, in Jasper, Texas, as the dawn was breaking 
in the east„ he bade farewell forever to earth’s joys and sorrows and 
took his departure to the realms of everlasting day to be “forever 
with the Lord,” November 26th, 1915. 

There survive him, his widow, four sons and one daughter, who 
mourn his departure. His children have followed their father’s ex- 
ample and are all members of the Church. 

Truly a good man has gone from us. He was faithful, uncomplain- 
ing, unselfish — an Israelite in whom there was no guile. As a 
preacher, he was far above the average; as a pastor, attentive and 
faithful; as a friend, true; as a father, kind, firm and companionable; 
as a husband, tender, loving and constant. The Lord multiply his 
kind in the earth. 
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“Servant of God, well done. Rest from thy loved employ; the 
battle’s fought, the victory won, enter thy Master’s joy.” 



O. A. SHOOK. 

Osgood Andrew Shook was a son of Rev. Nathan Shook and was 
bom in Cass County, Texas, in March, 1845; converted in July, 1857, 
and joined the Church immediately afterward. He was licensed to 
preach September 16, 1868, and was admitted on trial into the North- 
west Texas Conference in 1871; ordained Deacon Nov. 30, 1873, and 
was ordained an Elder in November, 1875. He was appointed to the 
Rockdale Circuit in 1872 and received one hundred and twenty mem- 
bers that year. Served Palo Pinto Circuit in 1873; Mount Calm Cir- 
cuit 1874; on which he built a church and had eighty conversions. 
Served Fort Graham Mission in 1875, and because of failing health 
was a supernumerary from 1876 to 1879. Located in 1880 and was re- 
admitted in 1881; served Sugarloaf Circuit in 1882, where one Church 
was built and sixty conversions reported. Served Plum Creek Circuit 
1883, reported eighty-five additions to the Church at the end of that 
year. Served Center City Mission 1884, and Dickens Missions 1885. 
In the Fall of 1885 he was located at his own request. In 1889 he 
supplied the Bellville Circuit in the Texas Conference, and that Fall 
moved to East Texas where he was employed as a supply for a time 
and then was re-admitted into the East Texas Conference. He served 
the Liberty Circuit 1896 to 1897 and after a few years was granted 
the superannuate relation. He lived an exemplary life. His memory 
is blessed, a faithful man has fallen. He died at his home in Houston, 
Texas, leaving his faithful wife to mourn her loss. We extend to 
her and other loved ones sincerest sympathy.

EDGAR D. WATSON. 

Edgar D. Watson was the son of Rev. Henry B. and Gertrude 
Watson, and was born in St. Charles, Missouri, September 30th, 1865. 
He was converted in early childhood and, as is so often the case, got 
back into the world, but was reclaimed under the ministry of his 
father in 1882 at the age of 17 years and joined the M. E. Church, 
South. He was licensed to preach at Palmyra, Mo., March 9th, 1892, 
was admitted on trial in the Missouri Conference at Memphis, Mo., 
September 2nd, 1898, by Bishop W. A. Candler; was ordained a local 
Deacon by Bishop Chas. B. Galloway at Hannibal, Mo., September 
6th, 1896; ordained Elder by Bishop W. A. Wilson at Chillecothe, 
Mo., September 7th, 1902. 

As stated above, he joined the Missouri Conference September 2nd, 
1898, and was transferred to the Texas Conference and appointed 
to Atlanta Station Nov. 28th, 1912. 

Brother Watson served the following charges: In Missouri Con- 
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ference — Parkville, Jan., 1897, to July, 1897, as supply; Salisbury, 
March, 1892, to Sept., 1898, as supply; Elmo Circuit, Sept., 1898, to 
September, 1901, as preacher in charge; Kirksville Station, September, 
1901, to September, 1903; Glasgow Station, September, 1903, to Sep- 
tember, 1905; Louisiana Station, September, 1905, to September, 
1907; Vandalia, September, 1907, to September, 1908; Assistant to 
Secretary of the Board of Church Extension, Louisville, Ky., Septem- 
ber, 1908, to September, 1912; Palmyra Circuit, September, 1912, to 
Nov., 1912, when he was transferred to the Texas Conference and 
stationed at Atlanta. 

In this Conference he served Atlanta from Nov., 1912, to Nov., 
1914; Wills Point Station, Nov., 1914, to Nov., 1915; Center Station, 
Nov., 1915, until God called him home August 29th, 1916. The call was 
sudden and without warning, having been received while he and the 
members of his family were preparing to return home after an even- 
ing spent in the home of one of his members. While laughing heartily 
over some pleasantry, he suddenly “closed his eyes to earthly scenes 
to open them on the glories of the ‘Home over there.^ Few have the 
honor of being thus permitted to depart this life without suffering 
or pain. ‘May my last end be like his.* ” 

But suffering he had in abundance during the past years of his 
life and indeed was his a “tired body** and inured to pain, yet with 
heroic patience and unmurmuring fortitude so characteristic of those 
who put their trust in the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Hjs remains were conveyed to Palmyra, Mo., the home of his 
childhood, and the scene of part of his labors where by loving sympa- 
thetic friends, they were laid away to rest with tender care to await 
the last day when the Lord shall come to claim his own and when 
earth and sea shall give up their dead and the corruptible bodies of 
those who sleep in him shall be made like His own glorified body. 
So let it be.

MRS. WILLIE ANNIE HUDDLESTON. 

June the 29th, 1876 — Dec. the 3rd, 1915. 

The subject of this memoir, Mrs. Willie A. Huddleston, wife of our 
co-laborer in the vineyard of the Lord, J. C. Huddleston, was bom in 
Guinette County, Ga., June the 29th, 1876. She professed religion 
at the age of fifteen, and joined the M. E. Church, South. 

On Dec. the fourth, 1891, she was married to J. C. Huddleston. In 
the following years there were born to them ten children — five boys 
and five girls — two of whom preceded her to the better land, the re- 
maining eight surviving. 

On the first day of Dec., 1915, she was stricken with that dread 
malady black jaundice, and died Dec. the 3rd, 1915. Thus almost with- 
out warning was she suddenly called hence, emphasizing the necessity 
of being always ready for the summons. 

Sister Huddleston was ready; for while home and household duties 
prevented extensive work in the activities of tjie church, she was a 
woman of simple, yet strong faith, in God. Indeed her love to God 
and the joy of her experience often found expression in shouts of 
praise. The necessities of the home life of a large family, whom she 
loved, occupied her time, and for them she toiled incessantly, while her 
husband toiled for the spiritual welfare of his flpck. The value of her 
life and work can be estimated only by Him who knows the secrets 
of the heart, and whose estimate is always infallible. 

Sister Huddleston died at Douglasville, and her funeral service 
was fittingly observed in the Methodist Church, conducted by Brother 
C. A. Tower — ^thence the remains were conveyed by rail to Elkhart, 
and were laid away in the church yard at Corinth Church, the Church 
of her childhood, after a short service conducted by Brother Preston 
Florence. “Peace to her ashes,” and the comfort of the same Gospel 
which he has offered to others in similar trouble be to our Brother 
Huddleston, and his motherless children. 



A FRIEND. 
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. Standing Rules of the Texas Conference. 

1. The Presiding Elders shall constitute a committee to nominate 
the Boards and Standing Committees of this Conference from time 
to time. 

1 . The Committee on Memoirs shall be appointed at the same 
time that the other boards and committees are appointed, and shall 
hold four years. 

3. The Committee on Admissions shall be appointed at the same 
time that the other boards and committees are appointed, and shall 
hold four years. 

4. The editor and publisher of the Conference Journal shall be 
elected by the Conference at the same time the other boards and com- 
mittees are appointed and shall hold four years. 

6. All reports of committees and boards, and resolutions present- 
ed to the Conference shall be made in duplicate, one for the Secretary 
and one for the editor of the minutes; and the memoirs of deceased 
preachers shall be in triplicate, so that there may be one for the editor 
of the General Minutes also. 

6. The Presiding Elder of each district shall be required to fur- 
nish the secretary, as early in the year as he can, an official copy of 
the assessments made for the conference collection by the district 
stewards against each charge in his district, including the assessment 
for the presiding elder and preacher in charge, and such assessments 
shall be copied by the secretary in the statistical tables of the Con- 
ference and shall be official. 

That when, owing to the division of a charge, or for any other 
cause, any changes are made in the assessments of a charge as first 
made, the presiding elder shall report the change at once to the sec- 
retary, so that he may make the correction in the tables. 

7. The secretaries and treasurers of the boards and committes 
shall combine their reports into one, so that there shall only be one 
report for each board or committee, and that the Joint Board of Fi- 
nance apportion all the assessments. 

8. The Treasurer of this Conference shall close its books for re- 
ceipt of money for the Conference year at 12 o^clock noon sharp on the 
third day of the Conference session. All moneys coming to him after 
this time shall be disposed of as if of the following year. 

9. Pastors reporting moneys to the Conference treasurer later 
than noon sharp on the third day of the Conference session shall not 
enter such amounts so reported in their statistical reports of the cur- 
rent year, but they shall be reserved for the ensuing Conference year. 

10. Presiding Elders shall be ineligible to membership in any of 
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the Conference standing committees and boards, including Examina- 
tion Committees. The appointment of any member of any board' as 
P. E. shall automatically create a vacancy. Effective Conference of 
1915. 

11. A committee of five members shall be elected at the begin- 
ning of each quadrennium to serve during said time, who shall com- 
pute the scale of the distribution of assessments to the various dis- 
tricts. 

12. The Bishop to preside and the Presiding Elders shall appoint 
some one to preach upon some phase of Christian doctrine on the 
evening preceding the first session of the Conference.
